difference. I ſeeing how he bad dealt by the poor, 
thoughr with-my (elf that my Legacy would ſhrink 
alſolike Norehern Cloath in the werting , and my _ 
twenty pound come torwenty ſhillings, but whileſt 
Ihadcauſefor my ſelf, would nor complain of his - 
dealing by others , andrherefore expected the evenr 
with patience._ i691, 
-- Soenafter 1 was ſet to School with a feHow that 
went in black Cloaths, and therefore taken for a 
man of learning becauſe ſo kabired ; this man and 
his Schollars wereboth of one minde , for he cared 
pe nor 
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nothow little he ovghs them for their money , and. 
chey cared not how little they learned for ic; but 
who had no friends, to rely on-for beftowing any 
thing upon meafterwards , reſalved notto negle&t 
opportunity , but ro gain what learning I could, 
thinking it might ſtand mein great ſtead another 
day, and therefore I ſo plyed my book , that in a 
ſhorr time I could read Engliſh very perfectly, and 
had ſome skill in writing and caſting accomps; 
During this time that I went to Schoal, 1 plyed 
not my book ſo altogether, bur chat I obſerved ſome

Now thoſe pieces which were condemned to this 
Hel, weretermed Cabadge , arid we neyer made 
any Cloaths either for menor women, in which he 
ſnipt not ſome pieces from them 3; ſomerimes out of 
a Suitand Cloak , enough to make a Boy a payer of 
breeches , or a doubler, and ſometimes enough for 
breeches and doublet roo. Then wedraveatrade 
with the Sadlers, for piecesof Cloaths to make ſears 
for Sadles. The Cabadge of- courſe cloath was-ro 
make duſt-cloarhs for the legs of Country Plough- 
men, wollencaps, aud mittens for old women ; all 
was fiſh that came to ner. When a Gentleman 
bought I ſuir and cloak of goad cloath, it my Maſter 
could bur perſwade four or five more to buy of the 
fame, our of them all he would ſteal a ſuit and cloaF® 
for himſelf; Then for womens cloaths, the cabadge 
of cloartiof filver , brancht Sattin , and rhelike, 
went for pin-cufhions, pin-pillows , womens pur- 
ſes ; andif black, Church-wardens caps.Cabadge of 
Tabbee, coloured Taffaty and Sarcener, for facings 
for the hands of doublers,&c. when we ſet on go 
and filyer lace , we would ſtretch it fo , that in four 
or five yards we would get a quarter of a yard, 
which with old fialver buttons and ſuch like Ruff, 
went for ends of gold and filver ; and ſometimes in 
rich lices we would rub them fo on our knees , that 
that in eight or riine olinces ; half an ounce would 
come off, which went alſo ro the encreaſe of ends of

| Now being the Under»Prenticez my chief em- 
ployment was to run on errands, fo that having - 
thereby an opportunity , 1 _ vilted the Dagger

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in Fofter-lane for pudding-pies , my mouth always 
eicher peny loaf or pudding-pie faſhion. ' Among 
other places that I went to , one. of the chief was x 
Mercers in Pater=Nofter-row, from whence my Ma-+ 
ſter received a ſmall ſhip for every Gown he helpt 
himſco cuſtom withal. Now their way of dealing was 
thus 3 my mafter bought the ftuffthen the, Mercer 
was to juſtifie jtharir coſt him ſo much a yard, per« 
haps eight or ren ſhillings more in theGown than.ir 
did , for which my Maſter when he brought cufto- 
mers to him , was to perſwade them to the ſtuff, a- 
avouching there was not ſuch another penny-worth 
in the Town, and that he was confident that he 
faved little or nothing by it; bur only for to gain 


their cuſtome ; by which you ſee he who carries a, 
Taylor with him to help him buy Cloarhs, carries

Here I found the Mas 
xim to be ſtill crue, rhat there is kzavery 322 al} Trades, 
for.as my laſt Maſter thieved from peoples backs, fo 
this robbed their bellies, and was in one ſorr. worſe 
thana Taylor ,. for Taylors eormmonly filch their 
Cabadge only from the rich., who can the better 
ſpareit; bur a Baker by making his bread lefler rhan 
it ſhould be, ſtealerh ic ouc of the poor peoples bel-_ 
lies , for doing which he deſerveth the ſame fate co +

In this ſervice ] lived 
like a Prince to my hearts content, for my Maſter 
would-not onely wink at any Rogueries thar I com- 
mitted , bur alſo countenance me in the doing of 
chem. When we-wroughtupon ſcaffolds in the ſtreers 
ir was a great pleaſure ro me to throw the morter 
upon the heads of yong wenches as they paſled by ; 
and at other times wich our whiting ro beſpatrer 
Gentlemens Cloaks as they walked under us, thar 
they-looked as if rhe Crow had ſhit upon them. My 
Maſter kept a maid who was none of thoſe huſwifes 
thar-uſe ro diſturb other peoples ſleeps by their /

Caſh, and with this the Ship was ſo bravely fic- 
red and provided with all Neceſiaries , that he was 
offered Fraights enough. Ar laft he concluded 
with one to bring over ſome rich Goods, and the 
times being dangerous at Sea, by reaſon of Men 
of War ar Seca, he enſured five hundred pounds 
upon the Ship. | 
The Enfurcers knowing this , and that rhe man 
whoenſured was a ſubſtantial Merchanr, miſtruſt- 
ed nothing ; bur likewiſe enſured five hundred 
pounds more to the Captain , becauſe he had laia 
out much tn facring che Ship,8&did it as ke prerend- 
ed for (atisfation of the Owners. All chings be+ 
ing thus ficred., our Captain leaving his Policy or 
wh. n 2 1 Deed 
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Need of Enſurance with me , put out to Sea, ar« 
rived at his Port , received the Goods on Board, 
bur having a parcel of truſiy Blades with him, and 
ſome who had ſhares in the purchaſe , he Purs the 
belt part of the Merchandize on Board of a ſmall 
Barkue he had hired for thar purpoſe, and that be- 
Ing] {ent aſhore ro another Port , he ſoon afterran

Ihave now and then had five 
Or ren pormad given me ar a time foralrering a Will, 
and; PHITIDS in more as Legacy to one than oa Te- 
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Gator intended , and this I would venture on with- 
out much hazard, ifthe Teſtator were ſick todeath. 
My Maſter once made a Will, and in ſtead of an- 
other made himſelf Executor, and I and ohe more 
' of the Confederacy were witnefles to ir, by this 
means he gained near three hundred pound. 
I haveofcentimes had a Piece or two given-me 
to make Writings in favor of one man more than 
another ; for ina Leaſe, if Rent reſerved be 1007. 
fer annum, and there be no Covenant for paymenr 
of the Rent, when either of the parties die, if any 
Rent be behinde due to the Leflee, ir cannot be re- 
covered by the Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſ- 
ſigns of rhe Leſſor, becauſe there was no Covenant 
berween them in behalf of-rcheir Executors, Admi- 
niſtrators, and Aſſigns ; and it hath been uſual in 
all ancient Leafes ro leave that Ccvyenant out as 
needleſs, but now people are grown wiler byex-

4901. and the Citizen directly denying it , a Sui 
was commenced , and Tryal was had at the Kings- 
Berch Bar in Weftminfter-Hall , where the innocent 
Citizen (ſeeing rhe confidence of the Witneſfes,and 
tmdecd hts own hand, as he ſuppoſed, ro the Bond, 


. which he could nor deny bur ic was ſo,or very like) 


and having nothing to ſay , ina paſſion cryed out 
In open Court, to deſire God to revenge his Cauſe, for 
be was utterly and abſolutely wronged. This being {0 
ſolemnly prorefted, made nor onely the Judge but 
the Jury aliccle more inquiſitive into the matter 
than ordinary, and called for fome papers to com- 
e the hand wich other of his hand-writing, but 
0 difference could'be found therein. The Bond 
thus paſſing about to every one of the Jury, one of 
them viewing the Bond more narrowly than ordi- 
nary, craved leave of the Judge to be diſcharged of 
kis place as a Jury-man , and co be admitted and 
fworn'as a Wirtnefs; for my Lord, faich he, I ca!

inthe World , and chough the book had been 
famous enough, ſo that every one deſired it,and 
asked at any bookſellers ſhop for it, they would - 
have (aid totheir Cuſtomers, Truly Sir, there is 
ſuch a book , but in regard it is a fooliſh idle 
thing, and of no weight, I have not any of 
them , I'will not trouble. my ſhop wich them 
but-Sir., here is another of the (ame Subjz&, 
that is much better, and in'greac efteem with in- 
gentous andknowing men :« If the Cuſtomer re- 
plies he would have only that book and'no o- 
ther, for that it was recommended to him for #n 
ingenious well-wric piece; then will he reply, 
Truly Sir,l never heard any of your jadgment 
before, till now [| was-never asked for chem;buc 
fince you ſpeak ſo well of it, | will procure you 
one : and then ir may be, for all this Diſcourſe 
he will ſhew youone, as if left by chanee, or 
elle ſend to his neighbour-book(ſeller for one. 
Thus will he diſparage-octher mens-books , and 
prize his own, and many - times put- off fome of 
his own , the buyer being (@ civil as ro believe 
him: and this is a generaF Maxime', That they

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is the cauſe that there are ſome books as confi. 
derable, and good as any-in England, thar did

forthree times the price they did. Bur to leave 
this Diſcourſe. and proceed, my Maſter ' having 
now printedtwo or three things, did look up. 
on himſelf as ſome-body ; and chough he had 
not {uch good ſucceſs. m bis Jalfundertakings as 
before, yec he made a (hifr to ger what they coſt 
bim for paper and princ, and had many of them 
fill by him co fell when he would, or exchange; 
but he having but cwo orthreeſorts of books, 
could got do much good upon that : he ſeeing 
this, and obferving what books (old belt , it be- 
ing at the beginning of theſe late Wars, found 
that faftious Sermons , and f(uch like things 
would do the buſineſs ; he chereapon. beftirs 
himſelf, andgets acquainted with moſt of the 
faQ1ious Prieſts about Town , by often hearing 
chemand frequenting their Companies , and 
having learned co write ſhort-hand, took notes i ( 
of their Sermons, which he collefted together, ; 
and now and then he would ger them-to reviſe;

he printed he could fe}F off well enough; for 
having good hap'to print ſome very goodfelling 
books , they helped away the other that were 
not ſo good, and ſtill were thruſt into the parcel 
among the reſt : and now having fome good 
Authors, he would not accept of every ore; and 
as tre formerly had ſonghc for,'and' courted Aus 
thors to write books'for him, now they'(knows> 
ing his way of preferring and ſelling of books ) 
followed, and courted him eo print their books. 
If a ſtranger came with x Copy cohim, chough 
never (0:-good, he would tell chem hethad books 
enough already; but however,if they would give 
him ſo. much money, he-would doit, and they 
ſhould have 'ewo,or threezor' fix books for them- 
ſelves and friends ; many a one did he thus per- 
iwade out of their money ,* being deficous to be 
mn print. | If he had a delice to have any thmg 
writ in Hiſtory, Poetry, or:any other Scieticeor 
Faculcyy he had his ſeveral Authors , who fora 
glaſs of Wine, and now- and then a meats Meac 
and half a Crown, were his humble ſervants ; 
having no other hice bus:char; and fix or twelve 
oi their books , which-chey; prefented co friends 
or perſons of Quality; way, and when chey 
have had'fucceſs if cliey wanted any moye ap ne

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they muſt pay for them : further I have known 
ſome of our Trade, that when a poor. Author 
Hach writcen a book, and being acquainted with 
ſome Perſon or Perſons of Qualicy whereto he 
 Dedicates and preſents it , the Bookſeller will 
go ſnips, and have half ſhares of what is ſo pi. 
ven him; , My Mafter:being now gotten to the 
Heighc of his Trade , was (ſoon called on to be 
one of the Livery of his Company., which 
though 'it be ſomewhac chargeable at firſt , yec 
ic ſoon brings in profic,; there being many con- 
veniencies therein; for they have liberty co pur 
in a ſum of money iaro the publike Stock, and 
ſo great-16 their profic , that they have feldome 
lefs chen ewency per cent. and then when they 
come to. be. Stock-keepers or Wardcns, they 
have the.diſpoſing of the Stock-books , ſuch as

he hach ſuch ways of preferring and recommen- 
diog of it, chac they Leidom go and not buy, for 
he will open. the-book,, and if ir be Divinity, 
ſhew theen one place or another, out of which 
he will preach.co them, and cell chem , thar ves 
ry (ſaying or diſcourſe is worth all the money in

Well then , ſaid the 
Author, uf you will not give me money , I hope 
you will give -me ſome books. How, ſaid my 
Maſter,-give you books? what,will you have meff 
forſwear my Trade ,'and be a book-giver? I am

the Author could have for his pains. My Maſter 
3s now, one of the Grandees of the Company , 
FWand that beſides che ordinary way-gets' bim 
ſomerhing.

; ſearching, and finding an [mpreffion of unli- 
cenſed books , ſeized them , bur inſtead-of ſup 
orefſing and curning chem co waſt paper, they 
divided the greateſt part of them amongſt cheme- 
ſelves, and immediacely my Maſter ſence ſome-of 
them away to all his Chapmen , and the reſt ws 
ſell in the Shop. It ſo fell our larely,thac a book 
being to be printed , my Maſter repaired to the 
Author to ger che Copy, bur another of the ſame 
Trade had been there before, ro whom is was in 
part promiſed 3 but however ( out of reſpe&tto 
my Maſter ) the other being ſent for , it was a= 
freed that they ſhould have theprinting of ic 
berween them ; whereupon one Printer was im- 
xr ployed by them both co.do the work.

dam Miſtreſs, I only giving her back fifty pound 
of her four hundred : we being now- abſolutely 
parted from one another,ſhe receiving no ather 
ſarisfaion of me, either. for her many nights 
Jodging or mony ,then fifty pound , which ſhe 
' willingly received, believing me co be a beggay; 
my new Congregation voluntarily railing that 
_money for me for chyc purpoſe. 
"Thus was [quic of her , and had gained five 
hundred pound in my Pocker , only under chic 
Clo: k of Religion ; and having ſuch ſucceſs, Tin 
ſhore time diſcovered my (elf robe rich, by buy- 
ing many bargains of good value, paying ready 
money, and raiſed my ſelf to fo high a reputati- 
on, that T won a widow of an indifferent for- 
tune co-be my wifc, and ſo ſecled my ſelf in the 
World. 

As for my Preaching-trade » I finding therke 
had already done meas mych ſervice as I expe-

ted from ic, [left ic; for l had now a wife and 
money, and for that end , and to get them, 7 
cook ic upy and being provided with both, / left

Preaching Fanatick, I quickly faced about, and 
Jeaving my Congregational friends, | enquired 
out, and procured Cavalier-Acquaintance ; fo 
chat | ( whoa lictle before the Kings coming 
home, was uſed to wear ſhort hair, and was mo- 
deſt &-preciſe in my habic)had now a large Pers 
rewigy a great Plume of Feathers , and all'other 
accoutrementsaccordingly, being [till diligent on 
all occafions to aflociate my ſelf,with the Cap- 
cain and chicf. Oficecs of the Trained-Bands 
of our Company , into whoſe acquaintance and. 
ſociety | ſoon infinuated my (elf, by my Gallan= 
try m my Habit,and Expences in Taverns being 
coniormable. | 

Thus did I become a Gentleman , and from a 
P reciſtan a Prodigal ; nay, an Antick, and eve= 
ry thing, whar nor ? chat | might pleaſe 81] ; tor 
inſtead of-a Prayer-book,, or ſome other Fana- 
tical piece of Divinity, | now carried in iny 
Pocket, either Cards or Dice, and fo great a 
love | had co Hecus Pocus , that all their Tools , 
Viz. Box of Counters, Balls, Cups, and 738 
Trinkers which are made uſe of in that myfteri- 
ous fun{tion, were all my Companions : having 
learned confidence when I was a Preacher, IT 
Was now the better emboldned to ſtare my Spe- 
Ctators in the face, while I cunningly enough

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performed my feacs ofaivity z and ſuch a rea. 
dine(s / had, that / was accounted an able pro. 
ficient. /ſpenc ſo much time in theſe fooleries, 
char | almoſt loſt my ſelf ; and now having a 
wife and family to mainrain, I found my Eſtate 
ſo far to decreaſe, that / was forced to jook af- 
cer my bulineſs, and fall co Merchandizing :

bur it fell ouc otherwiſe,for the fell fick and dy- 
ed before him, but it was my good luck robe 
there, and my wife being fill neer her, ſhe gave

The old man' my Father-in-law being defi- 
rous to bury his wife at Londox according to her 
requeſt, went up with us ; and being ſomewhat 
fick before, fo ſoon as his wife was buried ,, was 
ſo ſurprized with a Diſtemper, that he took his 
bed, and after ten weeks fickne(s dyed at my 
houſe : during his fickneſs I bethought my ſelf 
of what advantage I might make it, ' and en- 
deavoured to pleaſe him in all I mighe 3 but he.
